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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's amendments, Applicant's arguments, and the 132 Declaration filed 
2/5/09 are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. Of the 
references of record, the most pertinent is McNeil et al (US 5,403,549) or Jones et al 
(US 5,621 ,118). McNeil et alt teach a method and a composition for disinfecting matter 
or materials such as medical instruments, operating rooms, examining tables, walls, etc. 
See Abstract. However, McNeil et al do not teach the use of a bicarbonate or carbonate 
buffering system as recited by the instant claims and also teaches, as pointed out by 
Applicant, that high concentrations of buffer as well as the addition of buffer to the 
compositions in certain instances inhibits the bactericidal activity of the caroate. 
Additionally, Applicant has provided a Declaration under 37 CFR 1.132 which shows 
that McNeil et al do not teach or suggest compositions having the same pH as recited 
by the instant claims. More specificallly, the 132 Declaration provides evidence and 
data showing that the exemplified compositions as taught by McNeil et al, wherein 
several of the compositions contain a buffering compound, have pH values ranging from 
1 .1 to 2.19 which is substantially lower than a pH of from 5 to about 9 as required by the 
instant claims. Furthermore, nothing in McNeil et al would point, motivate, or direct one 
of ordinary skill in the art to formulate a decontamination solution having the same pH 
as recited by the instant claims. 

Jones et al teach teach a process for oxidizing a substrate susceptible to 
nucleophilic oxidation by reacting a bicaroate or monopersulfate solution with a 
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substrate. The process is particularly useful for preparing dioxiranes from ketones. 
However, Jones et al do not teach or a suggest a composition containing a specific 
combination of water, a monopersulfate compound, a carbonate and/or bicarbonate 
buffer, an organic cosolvent, a ketone, a surfactant, and the other requisite components 
of the composition in the specific amounts as recited by the instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a 
composition consisting of water, a monopersulfate compound, a carbonate or 
bicarbonate buffer, dioxirane, a solvent, a surfactant, and the other requisite 
components of the composition as recited by the instant claims. Accordingly, since the 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest such a composition as recited by the instant 
claims, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
